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JUDGE URGES A SETTLEMENT 


Reserves Decision and Suggests That Hon. O. 
L. McPherson and Former Wife Reach Satis- 
factory Settlement Before Verdict | is Rendered 


With sensational suddenness, tak- 


ing the court, the counsel and the 
spectators by surprise, the defence 
in the McPherson nullity suit termi- 
nated Tuesday morning without call- 
ing Mrs. Helen McPherson, formerly 
Mrs. Helen Mattern, despite the 
fact that three times during the tase 
Hon. Mr. McPherson or his counse) 
S. B. Woods, K.C., had announced 
that the former Mrs. Mattern would 
be a witness for the defence. 

Neil D. Maclean, K.C., and George 
Van Allen K.C., counsel for Mrs. 
Cora McPherson had an extensive 
and searching cross-examination in 
readiness for the second Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson, and expecting that the wit- 
ness would be it th box for two 
days more, had no rebuttal witness- 
es in readiness. 

Though Hon. Mr. McPherson’s 
counsel wanted to force the case to 
a conclusion today, Mr. Justice Ford 
agreed with Mr. McLean that the lat- 
ter had no ground for expecting that 
the defence case close so abruptly, 
and adjourned the reply of the plain- 
tiff till Thursday morning. 

Mrs. Helen McPherson’s progence 
had been promised by couns:i for the 
purpose of identifying a letter shown 
to her present husband, and alleged- 
ly written by her to a woman friend, 
during the course of the much dis- 
cuszed six weeks’ trip to Victoria in 
the spring of 1930. 

Hen. Mr. McPherson when in the 
witness box professed to be unable 
to say whether or not the letter was 
wri.tcn by his present wife saying 
‘“enyone could write the letter and 
sign it.’’ Mr. Woods objected to his 
client being asked to identify the let- 
ter, saying that Mrs. Helen Mc- 
Fh:rson would be called by him and 
the question ~-ubmitted to her. 

-As Mr. Woods decided, as counsel, 
not to call Mrs. Helen McPherson, 
there came the quecition of the ident- 


ification of the letter, which still re- | 


mained unidentified. | 

Mr. Woods met the situation by 
agreeing as counsel to admit that the 
letter, contents of which have not 
yet been made public, was written 
by his client’s wife from Victoria 
when she was the wife of Roy Mat- 
tern. 

Explaining his reasons for mot call- 
ing Mrs. Helen McPherson after hav- 
ing announced his intention to do so, 
Mr. Woods said: ‘‘In view of the 
kind of case and the nature of the 
evidence and the kind of publicity it 
has becn given in the press, I have 
taken the responsibility of not call- 
ing Mrs..McPherson as a witness’ to 
identify a letter produced in the case. 
I am willing to have the letter ac- 
cepted as being written by Mrs. Hel- 

“en McPherson, while she was Mrs. 
Mattern. That doesn’t make it evi- 
dence, of course, but I am willing to 
have the reecrd put in a position as 
if the letter }-d been identified as 
being in her handv~iting.

The announcement caused great

Then followed submission by both 
gides in regard to the letter. Mr. 
Maclean wanting it admitted as evi- 
dence and Mr. Woods opposing its 
admission as evidence. Mr. McLean 


held it to be part of the history of 


th> case: Mr. Woods argued that it 
was between two persons not parties 
to the case. 

Said Mr. McLean: ,‘The writer of 
she letter is named on the vleadings 


and is alleged to be a co-conspirator 


with the defendant. 

Finally his lordship agreed as a 
judge to read the letter and decide 
whether he should permit himself as 
a jury to consider it as evidence. 

After perusing the letter referred 
to to see if it should be admitted as 
evidence, Mr. Justice Ford said: ‘‘This 
letter sgems to be on realing it, to 
be of such importance in the case 
especially if it can be taken in any 
sense as proof of its contents, if 
admitted, that I feel I must be more 
careful than ever about my ruling. 
It differs materially, rather the prin- 
ciple appkicable, from anything I have 
already dealt with in the case. I sup- 
pose that the peculiaritf of the case 
and perhaps its fortunate unique- 
neas, is the eause of the questions 
arising on difficulties just such as 

e are facing now. What ground 
do you suggest that a letter writter 
by a person not a party in the action 
iz admissable on, Mr McLean? 

Mr. Maclean: “My Lord, this is a 
case of freud. This woman who wrote 
this letter is one of the co-conspir- 
etors in that fraud. The letter itself 
is evidence of that fraud and of the 
conspiracy.’’ 

On Thursday morning, Mr. Justice 
Ford decided that he would not al- 
low Helen Mattern’s letter to gio 
in as evidence. 

It is mot permissable to produce 
the letter, though the tone of it was 
indicated jn the cross-examination cf 
Hon. Mr. McPherson when Mr. Mac- 
loan asked the defendants, if he had 
travelled with the two ladies: to Vic- 
toria regardless of expense, whether 
his wife ‘‘looked like the devil and 
cried every day,’’ on the visit: 
whether he had a “snappy car’’ and 
gratified Mrs. Mattern’s ‘‘every 
wish,’’ ete. 


The sensational nullity of divorce

‘I am going to reserve judg- 
ment,’’ he said. ‘‘I can make no 
promise as to when it will be de- 
livered as I intend to try to get 
time to go through the whole of 
the evidence including the exhib- 
its. 

‘*The consequences of a judg- 
ment, either for the plaintiff or 
for the defendant, will be of such 
a serious nature that if there 
ever is any difference between 
the consideration which a judge 
should give to cases which come 
before him, this is one in which 
the greatest care should be tak- 
en, because in delivering judg- 
ment all consequences, however 
serious to anyone, must be dis- 
regarded.

Featured by taunts of the defense

“‘T ask your Lordship in conclusion 
to find that this divorce was obtained 
by fraud and colluston, and to restore 
these chliidren to their mother, and 
their mother to them.’’

New Motor Act Provides 


For Compulsory Insurance 
You Crash and Can’t Pay the Damages 


—Must Walk Until

Most important provisions in 
the new amendments to the Vehic- 


les and Highway Traffic Act, 
provides that the driving license 
of any motorist will be cancel- 
led if he or she cenmot pay a 
judgment awarded the winncr of 
a law suit who proves noeglig 
ence on the part of the defend- 
ant, 


This means that unless the motor- 
ist, found negligent, nas adequate 
financial resources to meet the judg- 
ment or is covered by public liabil- 
ity insurance, he or she will be de- 
barred fiom driving motor vehicles 
on the public highways altogether un- 
til the judgment is paid. 

The measure a protection for 
the careful driver who, through mo 
fault of his own becomes. involved 
in a collision with another car. Too 
often he has found that a judgment 
valueless 
because the negligent driver is not 
in a financially responsible situation. 

The new amendment containing 
this important measure is as. follows: 

‘‘The minister shall suspend the 
license of a driver and the registra- 
tion of every motor vehicle regis- 
tered in the name of a person who 
fails to satisfy a judgment rendered 
against him by any court in Alberta, 
or in any other province in Canada, 
which has become final by affirma- 
tion on appeal or by cxpiry without, 
appeal of the time allowed for ap-

peal, for damages on account of in- 
jury to, or death of any person, or 
on account of damages to property 
in.excess of. $1,000 occasioned-by a 
motor vehicle, within 15 days from 
the date upon which such judgment 
becomes final. 

‘*Every such license and registra- 
tica shall remain suspended and shall 
not at any time thereafter be renew- 
ed, nor shall any new driver's license 
be issued to, or new registration be 
permitted to be made by any person 


#9 liable until such judgment js sat- | 


isfied or discharged (otherwise than 
by a discharge in bankruptcy) to the 
extent of at least $5,000 (exclusive of 
interest and costs) for injury to or 
death of any one person, and sub- | 
ject to that limit for each person s0 | 
injured or killed, to the extent of | 
at least $10,000 (exclusive of inter- 
est and costs) for bodily injury to, 
or death of two or more per-ons, in 
any one accidemt, and to the extent 
of at least $1,000 (exclusive of inter- 
est and costs) for damage to proper- 
ty carried in the motor vehicle which 
voecasioned the accident resulting 
from any one accident, and until such 
person gives proof of financia! re- 
sponsibility.”’

Settlement is Made 
FATHER, SON FACE 7 
CHARGE OF SLAYING MAN 
x. 
Vegreville, May 29With interest 
running high, preliminary hearing of 


Kenneth, (58), and William, (21), 
McLean, father and son, who are 
charged with the murder of Walter 
Parsille near Mannville last Septem- 
ber, is scheduled to get under way 


here at 2 p.m. Monday. 

Officials arrived in Vegreville late 
Monday morning for the hearing and 
arrangements were comploted for the 
start of the trial before Magistrate 
Gore-Hickman. A total of 35 wit- 
n.sses have been summoned but it is 
not known at the present time if all 
will be called. At any rate, a good 
number are to be taken on the wit- 
ness stand to tell what they know of 
the case and it is expected that the 
hearing will last for two days at 
least. 

From a police standpoint, the case 
is one of the most interesting in the 
province. There were no witnesses 


| to the slaying, except those who did 


it, and the crown hopes to prove by 
a series of circumstances that the 
McLeans are the persons who waited 
outside Parsile’s farm home, called 
him to the door, shot him dead with 
a heavy calibre rifle, and then took 
currency, estimated as high as $300, 
from his pockets. 

Handcuffed wrist to wrist, the Mc- 
Leans have been brought back from 
Knoxville, Tennessee, to face the 
charges. R.C.M.P. operatives trac- 
ed them thero early this year after 
working unceasingly in the case and 
using slender clues. Extnadition pro- 
ceedings were subsequently held and 
the accus:d brought back to Canada 
after President Roosevelt had signed 
the extradition order.

This, however, is a superficial view. Suppose Canada could tomorrow 
create within its own borders an absolutely ideal 100% perfect monetary, 
banking and credit system while other nations adhered to their present sys- 
tems and methods, would that solve Canada’s problems? Intellffent men and 
women realize it would not. 

Suppose Canada tomorrow adopted absolute freé trade with the world | 

in an endeavor to again revive the exchange of commodities and once again | 
set in motion all the great activities bound up in trade and commerce, 
while other nations adhered to their present policies, would that put Canada’s 
unemployed to work and revive Canada’s Agriculture? Again, the answer 
is most decidedly ‘“‘No.” 
’ The solution for our present economic pfoblems is not to be found in a, 
complete change in the system now prevailing in Canada,—that would | 
merely result in still greater unsettlement, in confusion ending in chaos, and | 
more widespread loss and suffering,—but it is to be found in ‘international 
action. It is only so it can be found. 

But what Canada and the Canadian people can do, and ought to do, | 
and, we believe, are striving to do, is to encourage such international 
action, and to create those conditions and ideas in the minds of the people | 
of other nations that will make such international co-operation and action 
possible. This Dominion can show to the whole world that it is ready and | 
eager to join hands with any other nation, or any group of nations, in the | 
task of breaking down narrow nationalistic ideas, suspicions and fears. 
Every opportunity that presents itself,—and where they do not present them- 
selves Canada should make them,—no matter how small it may be, should be

The tearing down that is necessary, is the tearing down of the whole net- 
work of wire entanglementg and barriers of one kind and another that the | 
nations have erected against each other; the destruction that is called for is 
the destruction of the narrow nationalistic ideas and fears of people. Let the 
nations get off the by-paths of narrow nationalism and on to the broad | 
internatione! highways of the world, and the depression will pass like a mist , 
before the rising sun; unemployment will give place to industrial and busi- | 
ness activity everywhere with the workers of one nation not begrudging 
work to other nations provided they are busily at work themselves, as they | 
would be; and the primary producers on farms, in forests, fisheries and mines 
will again enjoy adequate markets and remunerative prices for the things 
they produce.

Many Theories Advanced As To 


Why Sun Has 


Been Darkened 


Without Being Eclipsed By Moon 


It is interesting to recall that the 
sun has sometimes been darkened 
without having been eclipsed by the 
moon, says a writer in Tit-Bits. 

Plutarch records that in the first 
year of the reign of Augustus the 
light of the sun became so faint that 
it could be looked at with the naked 
eye. Here, again, sunspots have been 
advanced as the cause, but it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if they were, even 
in this instance, responsib'e for any 
interference with the light. Even the 
largest naked eye spots, it will be 
found, cause no dimness. 

Still more mysterious is what the 
astronomer, Kepler, mentions as hav- 
ing occurred in 1547, namely, that 
the sun had for some time such a red- 
dish light that the stars shone out at 
noon. The reddish light may p:s ibly 
have been accounted for by the pre- 
vailing atmospheric conditions but 


the circumstances of the stars shin- | 


ing at midday is puzz‘ing, in the ab- 
sence of any mention of an eclipse. 
Kepler thought that some dense 
cometary matter must have caused 
the redness, but when Halley’s comet 
passed over the sun at its last re-urn 


in 1910, nothing of it was vis ble on 


that body, nor was there the least 
fading cf the light. 


There have’ been in more modcra 


times some sun-darkenings at periods 
when the sky was apparently qu:te 
clear. To all appearances, indeed, 
there was no reascn why the sun 
should not have shone with undimin- 
ished splendor. 

One can surmise, in regard Lo these 
cases, that a very fine volcanic dust 
may have been suspended at « great 
height in the atmosphere, as it was 
after the terrible eruptions of 1783, 
and the world-shaking outburst of 
Krakatoa in 1883. In the latter case 
the sun for long afterwards had a 
more or less veiled aspect, whilst 
during the lunar eclipse of October, 
1884, the moon practically disappear- 
ed from view. As a rule it has a cop- 
pery-red color when totally immersed 
in the earth’s shadow. 

While not favoring the idea of the 
passage of dense swarms of meteors 
partially cutting off the sun’s light, 
it is not impossible that enormcus 
flocks of birds might do something 
towards bringing that about. 

Be that as it may, one is loth to 
believe that any real change takes 
place in the sun itself, such as can 
be observed in many of the infinitely 
more distant suns—the stars. 

Nor is it to be supposed that there 
is involved anything which goes out- 
side the recognized power or laws of 
Nature; anything, in short, which is 
supernatural. 


Preparing For Honey Flow 


Manitoba and Saskatchewan Order 
Package Bees From South 

Two beekeepers from the Steinback 
district of Manitoba have made the 
long trip to Mayhen, Mississippi in a 
truck to secure package bees for 
themselves and neighbors. They are 
bringing back 300 packages or about 
2,000,000 bees in time to stock up 
hives in Manitoba in preparation for 
the honey flow. 

Last year the Saskatchewan Bee- 
keepers’ Association sold 1,700 pack- 
ages but this spring orders for more 
than 1,700 packages have been placed 
and the shipping season has hardly 
commenced. Package bee importa- 
tions may double those of last year. 
Previously most orders received were 
for two or three packages, and few 
more than twenty-five.. This year 
there is a surprising number of or- 
ders for twenty-five, fifty, seventy- 
five, and one hundred or more pack- 
ages.

Volume Of Trade Persists 


Buying Power Of People Is One 
Puzz‘ing Feature Of Present 

. Situation 

| While there is a great lack of 
|} money in circulation the volume of 
trade in farm produce does not appear 
to be checked. The opening of navi- 
gation at Montreal was marked by a 
quick jump in export sales of wheat 
which was accompanied by a gain in 
price. Figures furnished by Hon. T. 
L. Kennedy, Minister of Agriculture 
for Ontario, show that in March of 
this year, $6,500,000 more produce 
was sold by farmers of the province 
than in the same month of 1932. This, 
he observes, is the first time in a 
number of years that such an advance 
over a previous year has been record- 
ed. Mr. Kennedy also points to the ex- 
ports of farm produce from the en- 
tire Dominion to the United King- 
dom which for the 12-month period 
ending January 31, 1933, had gains on 
various products ranging from 12 per 
cent. on canned fruits to 186 per 
| cent. on hams and bacon and 283 per 
cert. on fresh pork. 

The buying power of the people of 
the United Kingdom is one of the puz- 
zling features of the present trade sit- 
uation. The same applies to Cana- 
dian cities where sales of foodstuffs 
are apparently unaffected. Even lux- 
luries in the form of Louisiana straw- 
berries are being sold in quantities, 
;S8even and a half carloads being re- 
ceived in Montreal in one day.

By cutting about 10 hours a night 
off the “sleep” of asters, dahlias, 
sweet peas and pansies, Purdue Uni- 
versity horticulturists have discover- 
ed a commercially successful method 
of making these flowers bloom in 
winter as profusely as in mid-sum-

The “sleep” of plants is their con- 
dition during the darkness of night 
when lack of light stops most of their

In the Purdue Experiment Station 
Breenhouses at Lafayette, Indiana, 
the flowers were allowed to go to 
“sleep” as usual at sundown on win- 


ter days, but after about four hours | 


rest in complete darkness they were 
awakened by artificial lights. These 
lights burned until sunrise, giving the 
plants the equivalent of a 20-hcur 
working day.

Result From Experiment On 
, Sheep 

Sheep whith need no shearing, and 
living rabbits, cats and dogs with fur 
dyed in geometrical patterns, are the 
results of eight years of experiments 
by a young Soviet scientist. The 
scientist, Professor Illin, treated a 
flock of 2,500 sheep with chemicals. 
Ten or twelve days later, says the 
Tass Agency, they shed theif wool. 
It took between three and sevén min- 
utes to remove all the wool from each 
sheep compared with an average of 
forty minutes for shearing. The arti- 
ficial removing of the wool has al- 
ready made it possible to obtain 12 
per cent. more wool. The wool itself is 
some two-thirds of an inch longer 
than when sheared. Next year Profes- 
sor Illin will be given 15,000 sheep 
for his experiments. Experiments for 
the stimulation of the growth of wool 
have been conducted along two lines 
by the use of chemicals.

The beef cattle industry of Canada 
sustains an annual loss of. at least 
$175,000 through horn bruising,” says 
Garnet H. Duncan, Ontario Market- 


ing Board. 
“Periods of depression,” he con- 
tinued, “reveal losses often over- 


looked in normal times. However, a 
study of the results of horn injury 
sheds light on a loss of alarming 
proportions. 

“For example, of 17,000 cattle 
slaughtered in one abattoir recently 
27 per cent. had horns. It is conserv- 
atively estimated that the loss against 
each bullock, from horn bruises alone, 
was twenty-five cents 

“Total annual slaughterings in in- 
spected plants approximate 550,000 
head, according to latest figures. In 
addition, some 150,000 head are 
slaughtered in  uninspected plants. 
This makes a total of 700,000 head 
slaughtered in one year.

The rate of interest will depend en- 
tirely upon the market at the time of 
the issue, which will be late in the 
summer, but it is assured the govern- 
ment will seek the lowest possible 
rate. The general belief is that the 
issue will be sold to yield slightly 
more than four per cent.

‘Phone Connection Has Been Estab- 
lished Between East and West 
Regular telephone communication 
between Canada and India has been 
established through the co-operation 
of the Bell Telephone Company of 
Canada, the British post office and the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, it was announced recently. 
East and West will meet through 
linking one of the trans-Atlantic 
wireless telephone channels between 
this continent and England with a 
short wave channel connecting Lon- 
don and wireless telephone stations 
near Bombay.

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Public Soon Forgets 


Prodacts, Ne Matter How 
Known, Must Be Advertised 

For business men who appear to 
think the public does not need to be 
constantly reminded of who they are, 
where they are, and what they have 
to sell, the well-known story of what 
happened to a product called Pyle's 
‘Pearline will bear repeating. 

In the early days of this century, 
Pearline, a cleansing material, was 
used by most of the housewives of 
the country. In 1904 the company 
Spent $500,000 in advertising. Then 
the advertising was greatly curtailed, 
and about 1907 it was discontinued al- 
together, as the company thought the 
product was so well known that no 
further advertising was necessary. 

Sales fell off rapidly, but the com- 
pany’s owners persisted in their non- 
advertising policy until 1915, when 
the whole concern was sold for $12,- 
000. Pearline was dead. 

Many other products whose names 
were household words a few years 
ago are no longer sold, because the 
manufcaturers failed to keep up their 
advertising, ‘and consequently the 
public forgot them. 

Business men should remember 
that new generations of potential cus- 
tomers are coming along all the time, 
and that these new buyers must be 
sold on a product or a store, as their 
fathers and mothers were before 
them. 

The only time it is safe to stop 
advertising is when one is ready to 
go out of business.—Oshawa Times.

Queen .Victoria’s Yacht 


Second “Victoria and Albert” Used 
During Long Reign 

When Queen Victoria came to the 
throne, her principal yacht wag the 
“Royal George,” a sailing vessel of 
880 tons, built for George IV. when 
Regent, two years after Waterloo. So 
uncomfortable did she prove on a 
voyage to Scotland and back in 1842 
that the Queen “expressed herself dis- 
satisfied with so slow and out-of-date 
a method of travelling.” As a result 
of this complaint, the first of three 
steam yachts to bear the name “Vic- 
toria and Albert” was built. She was 
superseded in 1855 by the second ship 
of that name, the first being re-chris- 
tened “Osborne”’—another name 
which was used again for a later ves- 
sel. All these yachts were paddle- 
driven. Until the close of her long 
reign the second “Victoria and Al- 
bert” remained Queen Victoria’s prin- 
cipal yacht. Of various anecdotes re- 
lated concerning her experiences 
afloat, one of the best is her remark 
made after tasting the crew’s grog: “I 
think it would be very good if it were 
stronger.” Naturally, the men were 
delighted with a comment so much to 
the point.

A portion of Mr. Bryant's speech 
is reproduced as follows: 

In the year 1868, the late Arch- 
bishop Taché who was. thoroughly 
familiar with this Western country 
said of that section of Saskatchewan, 
south of a lite drawn between the in- 
tersection of the Manitoba boundary 
with the International boundary and 
Kerrobert, ina descriptive work of 
Western Canada, ‘Here is a desert.” 

In 1868, Major Emory of the United 
States Frontier Commission, stated in 
a report to the United States Gov- 
ernment, “The plains of America west 
of the One-hundredth Meridian are 
not capable of supporting an agricul- 
tural population unless you go far 


enough south to meet the tropical | 


rains.” The One-hundredth Meridian 
passes roughly through Brandon and 
a little to the east of Dauphin. When 
Manitoba was established, the west- 
ern boundary of Manitoba was placed 
where it is* because it was then 
thought that the lands to the west 
were not fit for agriculture. 

Experience during the past twenty- 
five years indicates that these state- 
ments are not correct and that south- 
ern Saskatchewan, if properly farm- 
ed, is one of the finest agricultural 
areas in the whole world. But in or- 
der that they should continue so it 
will be necessary for use to change 
our methods considerably if southern 
Saskatchewan is going to be a fer- 
tile agricultural area. 

In any area where there is an ab- 
sence of trees, and shortage of rain- 
fall, long continued and steadily blow- 
ing winds dry out the soil and retard 
growth. The frequency of drought 
conditions in semi-arid regions result 
in accumulated drought by the drying 
out of the sub-soil. In such regions 
available records show that rainfall 
varies; in more than one-half of the 
years there is less than the normal 
amount of rainfall. Several years of 
comparative heavy rainfall are fol- 
lowed by successive years of light 
rainfall. In the moist years there are 
abundant crops and settlement push- 
es into normally by regions, Then fol- 
lows years of drought, crop failure, 
hardship and abandoned lands in the 
dry areas. This has been the history 
of many districts jin the western 
United States. 

In order to take stock and to make 
an inventory of the exact state of af- 
fairs in such a way as to afford a 
basis for intelligently guaging the 
agricultural possibilities of the prov- 
ince in the future and to study the 
whole problem with a view to the 
efficient application of the more ef- 
fective conservation policies, the Sas- 
kKatchewan Government appointed a 
Commission on Conservation and Af- 
forestation. 

The duties of the: commission are to 
inquire into climatic conditions as ef- 
fected by the conservation of water, 
and the absence of presence of trees; 
to collect all available data and study 
the question in the light of experi- 
ence and remedies taken under sim- 
ilar conditions elsewhere; making, 
recommendations as to possible dam- 
sites for the conservation of water; 
to make such proposals as to affor- 
estation and any other matters as will 
assist in permanently removing the 
causes of drought conditions as they 
now exist in parts of Saskatchewan. 

Southwestern Saskatchewan suffer- 
ed a severe drought in 1917-18-19. A 
Better Farming Commission was ap- 
pointed by the Government to study 
the situation. The Commission report- 
ed that after studying fifty years of 
weather and agricultural records, the 
most encouraging fact was that never 
before had there been three dry years 
in succession. Within ten years there 
have been three dry years in succes- 
sion, more disagtrous than any re- 
corded in the records. 

While the drought through which 
we have just passed was one of great 
severity, it is not the worst that has 
happened on these western prairies. 
The lake levels were lower than any- 
one remembered since 1900, but the 
settlement was thin prior to 1900, and 
as a result there is a general belief 
that drying is due to extensive culti- 
vation and is an unprecedented con- 
dition. Desiccation, or drying out, has 
been going on in southern Saskatch- 
ewan in a progressive way since 1900 
with a few let-ups such as the last 
from 1924 to 1927 when a slight raise 
in the levels of the lakes took place. 
Before 1898, the majority of the lakes 
in southern Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan were lower than they were dur- 
ing the recent drought. Old wagon 
trails, fence posts and stumps of 
trees, now to be seen in the bottom 
of some of the lakes through the 
shallow water indicate that they were 
once dryer. Late in 1898 there began 
a deluge which lasted for five years 
and by 1903 all lakes had reached 
| peak level, thé highest in the memory 
|of man. Since 1903, there has been a 


}more or less progressive lowering of | 


|the water levels. The dryness of the 
| Nineties was not unprecedented. Dur- 


|ing the Sixties conditions were appar- | 


‘ently comparable. The buffaloes had 
to abandon their old trails for lack 
of water, and find new ones. It was 
a season of great privation for the 
Indians and coincided with the last 
great out-break of small-pox among 


the natives. 

From every indication we are now 
entering upon a new Brueckner cy- 
cle, a period of plenty of water for a 
number of years. It is imperative that 
we do not forget the lessons of the 
drought years through which we have 
just passed. We should now tay plans 
to meet the drought conditions which 
are bound to recur in the future. If 
we do not, conditions during the next 
drought will be very much worse than 
those which we have just experienced 

Science must be brought to the as 
sistance of our farmers and the only 
way in which we can successfuily 
combat drought conditions is by ac- 
quiring accurate knowledge of clim 
atic conditions. We must first get the 
facts on which the laws of nature 
are predicated, and in this scientists 
in the past have been hampered by 
lack of records that are wide-spread, 
accurate and sustained through the 
years. To study these facts the Sas- 
katchewan Commission was formed 
and at the request of the Saskatch- 
ewan Commission, Drought Commis-

munity forests. Canada imported six- 
teen million tons of coal last year at 
the cost of $150,000,000. Much of this 
fuel could be supplied at home if our 
natural resources were utilized. 

During the past two years there 
has been an unprecedented cutting of 
trees for firewood in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. This has grown to 
}such an extent that the coal dealers 
jalarmed at the falling off of their 
business have caused a survey of the 
| situation to be made. In all the large 
Western centres there has been a 
falling off in the coal used this year, 
owing to the quantities of cordwood 
used. 

The sale of cordwood has increased 
rapidly during difficult financial years. 
This policy, if continued, without te- 
placement of the timber cut over, will 
be disastrous. If, however, provision 
is made to replace these trees and to 
keep replanting and growing trees, 
the wood will afford an important 
| source of fuel and the community for- 
ests will give a good deal of employ- 
ment. 

Municipalities in Sweden and in 
some other European countries gre 
tax free because the expenses of ad- 
ministration are paid from the pro- 


katchewan a municipality could plant 
all municipal and tax sale lands and 
could in time thus pay off their mu- 
nicipal debts. Sweden gets over One | 
Hundred Million dollars per year from | 
her forests. The whole productive | 
area of Sweden, one of the world’s 
chief exporters of lumber, pulp and 
paper, is about 60,000,000 acres. In 
1927, Sweden got an average return 
of $4.50 per acre from her forest 
lands. Saskatchewan gets in produc- 
tion and revenue from her woods in a 
year about one and a half million dol- 
lars. With a properly balanced for- 
estry policy the revenues from the 
forest areas of Saskatchewan would 


be sufficient to pay off the provincial 
debt in a period of sixty to seventy- 
five years. 

The Saskatchewan Government is 
giving careful consideration to a more 
comprehensive programme of work in 
collecting and disseminating informa- 
tion regarding our forest resources 
and industries, in conducting experi- 
mental forestry, in investigating and 
combatting forest diseases, and in a 
co-operative stocktaking of the forest 
resources of the three prairie prov- 
inces. We believe that an immense 
amount of good can be accomplished 
by a study of the whole problem by 
the Commissions on Conservation and 
Afforestation of Alberta, Saskatch- 
ewan and Manitoba, with a view to- 
wards the organization of a thorough 
afforestation programme on a Co-op- 
erative basis, between the prairie 
provinces and the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


Why People Watch Market 


Increase In Wheat Price Means, Addi- 
tional Spending Power 

There is a definite and practical 
reason why those interested in the 
betterment of conditions in Canada 
have been watching the wheat mar- 
kets very closely. Canada has in 
storage at the present time some 
225,000,000 bushels of wheat, grain 
which has yet to find its way to the 
markets. The growers have received 
their advance payments on _ this 
wheat, but the final price they will 
Obtain depends on the price at which 
it is finally sold. 

In the last few weeks the price of 
wheat at Winnipeg has jumped, and 
there is reason to hope for further 
advances. On the basis of the present 
holdings of 225,000,000 bushels, a ten 
cent advance means an increase in 
value of $22,500,000, which will go di- 
rectly to the pockets of the farmers, 
who grew the wheat. This is new 
money for them, additional spending 
power, which will, when it becomes 
available, be reflected in stimulated 
trade and business activities all over 
Canada.

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Work Savors Of Magic 


English Potter Makes Flower Pot By 
Hand In Twenty Seconds 

Today in modern England you can 
see potters working in the same way 
as they did in the times of the Bible. 
The reason is that every garden flow- 
er pot Is moulded by hand on a wheel 
practically identical in design with 
that used in biblical times. There’s 
no need for machinery, for the potter 
can make a pot in twenty seconds, 
One large pottery is in Sussex, a 
county famous for its clay. The clay 
lies in layers. The top layer is used 
for bricks; next comes the yellow 
“tile” clay, and finally the good red 
pottery clay—strongest of all—which 
Is made into flower pots. The clay is 
first dumped into tanks of water, 
where it lies. for a week. Thence it 
goes to the mill and is finely ground. 
From the mill it is taken in half- 
hundred weight blocks to the room 
where the “pot spinners”—as they 
are called—sit at their wheels. 

A spinner first weighs out his 
lumps of clay—14]b. goes to a 5-inch 
pot—and piles them up beside his 
wheel. The wheel which is horizontal, 
stands in a shallow sink, half-full of 
warm water. The spinner seizes a 
lump of clay, puts it in the water, 


| Slaps it down on the wheel and cov- 


ers it with his two hands, At the 
same time he works the wheel with 
his foot. In a few seconds up rises a 
dummy pot. A few seconds more, 
moulded by the spinner’s hands, it 
has risen to its full height, complete 
with rim. The whole business savors 
of magic. Promptly the spinner slips 
a piece of string beneath the finished 
pot and whips it from the wheel. It 
gives in his hand as though made of 
rubber. It takes twenty seconds to 
make a five-inch pot.

Help For Soldier Settlers 


Bill Passed In House Provides For 
Financial Assistance 
Financial relief for hard-pressed 
soldier settlers of the west was pro- 
vided in a government bill passed by 
the House of Commons. 
It would empower the Dominion 
treasury to pay dollar for dollar with 


| any settler until March, 1937, on in- 


terest or principal arrears or regular 
instalments. This would mean any 
settler could pay 50 per cent. of his 
debt to the Dominion and be given a 


| receipt in full, 


There are 19,241 soldier settlers 


scattered across Canada, the great | 


majority in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. The scheme as a whole repre- 
sents a Dominion investment, of $140,- 
000,000. Of this sum, $32,000,000 has 
been written off as a bad debt and 
the accrued amount outstanding 
at the present time is $63,750,000. 
Repayments so far total $50,916,400. 

The bill passed the House after less 
than an hour's review, many western 
opposition members proposing cancel- 
lation of interest owed by settlers. 

Settlers were given another con- 
cession--the lien on machinery was 
lifted, leaving them free to trade old 
equipment for new.
